Congress Reassembles 
Alter Holidays. 


The Hawaiian Question Makes 
Its Appearance 


And is Given Some Attention in 
Both Houses. 


The Tariff Absorbs the Demo- 
crats’ Interest. 


Gen. Frye Introduces an Important Resolu- 
tion—A Bill for the Relief of Alien 
Land-holders—Two Resig- 
nations Tendered.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The most significant 
thing in the session of the Senate to- 
day was the resolution introduced by 
Senator Frye declaring it the sense of 
the Senate that the administration 
should commit no overt act of inter- 
ference in Hawaii pending the investi- 
gation of the imbroglio by the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. , 

The evident object of the resolution 
is to declare the sense of- the Senate 
adverse to any American interference, 
either direct or indirect, should any 
coup d'etat be resorted to for the pur- 
pose of restoring the Queen to the 
throne. The Senator asked that the 
resolution lie upon the table for the 
present and it is expected he will make 
it the subject of some pertinent re- 
marks before asking reference to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

The tariff debate did not begin in the 
House today. The Republicans showed 
fight at the outset and scored the first 
victory. Before the time arrived for 
Mr. Wilsofi to take the floor Mr. Mc- 
Creary tried to arrange an. amicable 
agreement by which two days, Friday 
and Saturday, should be given to the 
consideration of the Hawaiian resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Hitt, Republiean leader of the 


a willingness to acquiesce in the ar- 
rangement, but Mr. Boutelle . wanted 
to precipitate the question immediately 
by calling up hts resolution. Both sides 
were ugly but, after a lively row, the 
Speaker held that Mr. Boutelle’s reso- 
lution was privileged. 

The Democrati¢ members of the Ways 
and Means Committee were not willing 
to go ahead with the Hawalian discus- 
sion until the tariff debate had been 
gotten well under way, and the ques- 
tion of consideration .was raised against 
the Boutelle resolution. __The Republi- 
cans then executed a flank movement 
by refusing to vote, and the Democrats 
found themselves in a humiliating po- 
sition not being able to muster a 


quorum. 
Afier revoking all leaves of absence, 
‘Representative Wilson reluctantly: 


moved an adjournment. The Democrats 
confidently expect a quorum tomorrow 
and the outcome of today’s Republican 
tactics will probably be that the Ha- 
waiian matter will be entirely post- 
-pponed until the tariff bill is disposed 
of. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 3 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—When the 
Senate was called to order at noon 
there were hardly a score of members 
in the Senate. There was considerable 
delay before a’ quorum ‘was secured. 
After reading the journal, Senator 
Blackburn of Kentucky presented the 
credentials of Senator Hunton of Vir- 
ginia, who took the oath of office. 
Senator Frye presented a resolution 
declaring that, in the opinion of the 
Senate, during the investigation by the 
Committee on Foreign Relations of our 
relations with Hawaii, there should be 
no interference on the part of the 
United States, by moral influence or 
physical force, for the restoration of 
Queen Liliuokalani, or the maintenance 
of the provisional government of the 
Hawaiian Islands, and that the naval 
forces should be used in the island only. 
for the protéction of the lives and prop- 


| erty of American citizens. 


He asked that the resolution lie on 
the table for the present, and stated 
that he would later ask its reference 
to the Committee on Foreign Relat 
The resolution occasioned a manifesta- 
tion of in‘erest, and doubtless will soon 
become the subject of discussion. 

Senator Hill pre nted a bill limiting 
the effect of the gulations of com- 
merce between the several States and 
with foreign countries. 

The bill called up by Senator Pugh 
for the relief of certain aliens who had 
acquired property in the district occa- 
sioned much discussion, as it developed 
the fact that aliens are incompetent to 
hold preperty in the District of Colum- 
bia. 

Senator Harris of ‘indiaions thought 
the present law obnoxious, and that a 
general bill should: be introduced per- 
mitting aliens to hold .property in the 
district. Issue on this point was 
promptly taken by Mr. Cockrell of Mis- 
souri, who approved ‘the present law, 
and said he hoped the time would never 
come when aliens could hold property 
in the District of Columbia. 

After some further discussion Mr. 
Harris withdrew his objections and the 
bill passed, it being for the relief of 
David’ Godwell, 
ownership of real estate In the district. 

At 12:40, on motion of Sentaer Gor- 
man, the Senate went into executive 
session, and at the conclusien of the 
executive session adjourned.

McCreary made his proposition, he 
stated that inasmuch as this proposi- 
tion gave the Republicans substantially 
what they desired, namely, .a _ time 
fixed for debate of the Hawaiian mat- 
ter, he would be glad to accept it. 

The Democrats failed to muster a 
quorum, and adjou:: ment was taken. 


THE EXECUTIVE SESSION. 


A Number of Appointments Temporarily 
’ Shelved by the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The executive session 
of the Senate was held for the purpose 
of ‘taking up nominations which- had 
been reported from committees and to 
which no objection had been made in 
‘the Senate. As there was no quorum 
present a single objection was suffi- 
cient to send a nomination over and 
several went over under the operation 
of this rule. 

The nomination of R. E. Preston, 
director of the mint, was among those 
called up and disposed of for a time in 
this way. It hag, become evident that 
he cannot be confirmed in the absence 
of a quorum but his friends do not an- 
ticipate any trouble when the real test 
shall come. 


MINERAL WEALTH. 


Millions of Dollars 
Earth. 


from Mother 


Gold and Silver Production-- The Magic Metal 
Aluminum—California’s Tin Output 
Enormously Increased—Petroleum 
Declining in Quantity.

WASUINGTON, Jan. 3.--(By the Asso- 
clated Press.) A report on the mining re- 
svurces of the country, prepared by Chief 
Day of the Division of Mining Statistics, 
of the Geological Survey, shews that the 
high-water mark in mineral preductions 
was reached in 1892, both in this and every 
other country. The total value of all min- 


eral products in that year was $684,788,768, | 


This is 320,000,000 greater than for any pre- 
vious year. 

Among the large gains was 877,130 ions 
in pig-iron, with an eggregate product of 
9,157,000 tons, valued at $131,161,089. Goid 
showed a slight loss, the year’s product 
being valued at. $33,000,000. There were 
1,596,375 ounces of coper gained, making 
aggregate 353,27/° 2 pounds, .of a value 

f $37,977,142. Lead ined 10,856 tons, ag- 
213,262 of a value of $17,- 
061,90. There was a loss of 7000 tons in 
zinc. Aluminum almost doubled the 
year’s product. Zinc aggregated 87,260 
tons, valued at $8,027,920. Quicksilver ag- 
gregated 27,993 flasks, of a value of $1,- 
245,689. Tin, from the minesof California, 
gained 160,000 pounds, 
the year Leing 162,000 pounds, of the valuc 
of $32,400; nickel aggregated 92,252 pounds, 
of a value of $50,739; bituminous coal in- 
creased 8,000,000 tons, the total being 113,- 
“237,845 tons, valued at $125,195,139. 

Petroleum _is..deélining rapidly in quan- 
tity. In 1891 there were 54,000,000 barrels 
produced, but only 50,609,136 barrels, val- 
ued at $26,084,196, were produced in 188. 
Natural gas also shows a decrease, both 
in quantity and valve. Its high-water 
mark was reached in 1888, when the pro- 
Guct was valued at $22,629,895. The quan- 
tity and values :of other non-metallic 
products during the year was as follows: 
Building stone, value, $48,706,652; lime, 
@5,000,000 barrels, value, $40,000,000; nat- 
ural gas, value, $14,800,714: . cement, 
8,758,620 barrels, value, $7,152,750; salt, 11,- 
698,870 barrels, value, $5,645,915, phosphate 
rock, 681,581 tons, value, $3,29%,227; lime- 
stone for iron flux, 5,172,114 tons, value, $,- 
620,480; mineral waters, 21,876,604 gallons 
value, $4,905,970; potters’ clay, 420,000 tons, 
value, $1,000,000. 

Total value of metallic minerals for the 
year, $303,775,629; non-metallic, $371,003,109; 
unspecified minerals, $10,000,000. The report 
reviews in detail the use of aluminum, 
and states that the principal use of the 
new metal in the future will be in cook- 
ing utensils. The use of the principal 
minerals in the first six months of last 
year is also reviewed, showing a great 
decline in production as anticipated from 
the weneral monetary depression. 

The total production of silver is 58,000,- 
000 ounces, of a coining value of $74,989,900. 
The amount is an increase of 877,130 
ounces for the year and the increased 
valuation for the year is $2,821,064.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Secretary of 
State and British Ambassador are pur- 
suing negotiations for an agreement 
upon regulations to police Bering Sea.

A BAD FAILURE, 


The Southern Land Improvement Company 
in a Ditapidated Condition. 

LOUISVILLE, Jan. 3.—(By the Asso- 
elated Press.) In the United States 
Court at Frankfort Judge Barr ap- 
pointed J. W. Buchanan a receiver of 
the Southern Land Improvement Com- 
pany. The failure seems to bean un- 
usually bad one. The Fidelity Trust 
Company, assignee for the company. 
has been investigating affairs and it is 
said there are not sufficient realizable 
assets to pay the commission of the as- 
signee. 

The interest due on $500,000 bonds has 
been defaulted twice, and $480,000 worth, 
of stock is said to be valueless. The 
original organizers of the company 
took 1875 shares of stock éach, for 


which they gave paper which afterward 
proved to be worthless.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Herald’s Monte- 
video speical says that Peixotto is be- 
lieved to be arranging to get all his 
ships together before attacking Mello’s 
navy. He has sent a dispateh to Tou- 
leon ordering the Raichuelo and Benja- 
min Constant, which are building there, 
t® proceed to Pernambuco with all 
speed. It is understood these two ships 
are far ffom ready for effective service. 

AN ALTERNATIiY uw. 

BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 3.—The inseur- 
gents in Rio Grande do Sul are march- 
ing on Santa Anna, which the goveri- 
ment troops-have abandoned. 

The rumor has reached here from Rio 
that if the revolution is not ended by 
an immediate a! decisive naval en- 
gagement it wili shortly be terminated 
by an arrangement between the two 
parties. 

It was reported from Rio that the 
United. States and German warships 
notified the rebel admiral at, Rio that 
the fire of his ships must be so dl- 
reeted as not to interfere with the Ger- 
man and American vessels at the 
anchorage used for loading and dis- 
charging. 

According ta the stories emanating 
from the ‘government and from rebel 
sources, each declares that the other 
is at the end of its rope, and on the 
point of giving up the struggle. 

EVERYIBING QUIET. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—The Secre- 
tary of.the Navy has received the fol- 
lowing cable from Admiral Benham, on 
board the San Francisco: 

“‘PERNAMBUCO, Jan. 2.—Everything 
is as quiet as possible throughout Bra- 
zil. No reason to apprehend tronble et 
present. Will leave here tomorrow for 
Bahia.”’ 

FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. 

PARIS, Jan, 3.—A dispatch says that 
the commanders of the foreign war- 
ships at Rio have forbidden De Gama 
to bombard the city unless directly at- 
tacked by the land forces. 


ROUGH WEATHER ABROAD. 


The Ostend Boat Unable to Land—Iice in the 
Rhine. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The Ostend boat was 
unable to land passengers today, owing 
to the severity of the weather, Terri- 
ble weath.: with much snow is reported 
in all paris of England and severe 
weather prevails throughout Germany. 

Drifting ice in the Rhine has inter- 
rupted tavigation on the river, The 
severe storm is reported to have done 
much damage in Baltic ports, and sev- 
eral disasters to shipping are antici- 
pated. Full details of the storm have 
not yet been obtained but there is no 


‘doubt that mu@h damage has been done 


in France and Germany, the seacoast 
being the scene of the greatest damage. 


TRIAL BY COURT-MARTIAL. 


The Military Authorities Will Decide the 
Anarchists’ Fate. 

MADRID, Jan. 3.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Telegrams from 
Barcelona say that the ten arrested 
Anarchist leaders have been handed 
over by the civil authorities to the 
military: authorities, owing to the fact 
that the latter have declared that the 
prisoners were accomplices of Pallas 
in the ‘attempt upon the life of Gen.

McMillin Outlines the Features of 
the New Tax. 

w ASHINGTON, Jan, 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Mr. MeMillin, chair- 
‘man of the sub-committee in charge of 
the internal revenue feature of the 
tariff’ bill, outlined, ‘today, the salient” 
feature of) the: income tan 
~ ae ‘th he expects to complete ina day 
of two. <He said: 

“The corporation part of the measure 
will not require an inquisition on every 
individual to determine what amount 


of corporate steck -he holds, but the 
assessment will be made against and 
paid by the corporations in the first 
instanee and hence the man owning 


corporate stock will not be worried by 
the assessors unless he is subject to an 
individual income tax. The corporaf&gn 
will pay the tax of each of its incorpora- 


tors and will in turn eHarge it up 
against them, but to prevent taxing 
a man twice if the corporation pays 


for the incorporator on the dividends he 
would derive he in turn 4s. credited 
with that amount in assessing the gen- 
eral income for taxation. 

“As to foreigners and foreign as- 
eociations holding interest-nearing se- 
curities in this country they will be 
assessed the same as our citizens. It 
‘will not be necessary to go abroad in 
order to ascertain these investments 
as an assessment against ae cor- 
poration will cover all its stock- 
holders, foreign as well as do- 
mestic. The collection of the tax will 
be in the hands of the internal reyenue 
bureau. It will not necessitate the ap- 
pointment of new tax. collectors in va- 
rious States, but a few additional as- 
sessors and deputies will be required 
to work under the present revenue col- 
lectors. 

“Tt should be understood that the 
tax will ‘be confined to about 85,000 
people, according to the estimates fur- 
nished by the Treasury Department, 
so that no large force will be neces- 
sary to keep track of such a compara- 
tively small class. Individuals taxed 
will number not more than one-third 
as many men as were taxed under 
the old income tax law.” 

Mr. MeMillen says the bill will pro- 
vide means compelling discosures as to 
incomes somewhat simiar to the meth- 
ods used by several States. He says 
the penalties for failing to report or 
for false reports have not yet been 
fixed.

It is probable that the original 
plan will be fully carried out, but if 
found impossible to bring the -fight off 
in this city a secret battle-ground will 
be selected somewhere within the limits 
of Duval or St. Johns counties and the 
contest will go on as if nothing had 
happened.

Corbett vesterday signed new articles 
agreeing to fight at any place in Florida 
named by the club.

Exactly what these will be is not 
stated by the club people, but as it is 
a notorious fact that no jury can be 
found in Duval county to decide against 
the battle, it is pretty certain the out- 
come will be favorable to the club.

Students of our social economy if the 
restiessne:s and discontent at present 
SO apparent ameng the masses mey 
not be the fault, in a large degree, of 
the ideals which have obtained among 
us and which the Américan people 


The small toy, from the beginning 
of his school’ days, hears from the 
Bpeaker who is called upon to address 
the school, words which inspire his am- 
bition only in certain directions. “He 
is told that if he is diligent and faith- 


the dignity of being President of these 
United States or he may become Chief 
Justice, or a great statesman, or law- 
yer, or doctor, or a writer, whom the 
world may honor. Not one word is 
ever said by the speaker about these 


boys becoming good mechanics, or car. 
penters, or skilled artisans. The dig- 
nity of labor is not often discussed and 
the mind is not impressed with the 
truth that all labor is honorable if it be 
but done well and faithfully. With this 
method of teaching men gradually be- 
come dissatisfied with what they are 
pleased to term the commonplace iff 
life and are discontented with the 
every day work which the world must 


have done. They desire to achieve 
greatness, whether the material for 
Rreatness is in them or not. The 
country has room for only a certain 


mumber of public men, and the places 
open to them are not long left vacant. 
So, too, the learned professions are all 
crowded and not always with those 
who do honer to the places they fill. 

A whole army of mediccre lawyers, 
doctors, and clergymen exists in this 
country, men who, perhaps, might have 
become skilled in industrial lines and 
have won most honorable success. 

Now the question is as a nation are 
our ideals right? Do we give to labor 
that dignity and honor which it merits 
when its work is well and faithfully 
and skillfully performed? Does not 
Much of this restlessness among the 
toiling masses arise from a false con- 
ception of the dignity and value of 
Jaber and a failure to educate the child 
in the belief that every calling is honor- 
able that is needed for the comfort and 
the upbuilding of the community? 

The workingman need not of neces- 
Bity’be an ignorant man. He may grace 
his calling with sound intelligence and 
the culture gained in his youth at our 
public schouls, and his work will be all 
the more successful for the clear think-

Public attention is being directed to 
the problent of railruads which are 
going into the hands of receivers. 
FE. Crocker had an _ interesting 
San Francisco news- 
reporter a few days ago, 
threw considerable light 


pay expenses. He showed that in later 


years the specifications jin railroad en- 


gineering have become more extensive 
and more expensive in all departments. 
Said Col. Crocker: 

“For instance, our ten-wheel freight 


engines, 17x22 cylinder, that used to 
rank as first-class, are now obsolete. 
Our new = twelve-wheel freight en- 


/gines have 19x30 cylinders, and weigh 


from 8&5 to 100 tons each. Although 
the engines. are more massive, they 
move no greater number of cars than 
before. er 

“We used to think we were doing 
very well when, we got from ten to 
twelve tons of freight in a car. Now 


'no car will do unless it will haul from 
twenty-five to 


thirty tons. The fifty- 
four-pound steel rail is obsolete, for 
with such rolling stock as is required 
to meet present conditions, the steel 
rail must be sixty-two or seventy-six 
pound. When you get this rail in posi- 


_tion the ties are found to be. too short, 
-and there is not enough ballast. The 


specifications are too low. 

“Now, you see you have got a new 
road and new. rolling stock, but there 
are no new.bonds that can be sold to 
pay the bill. Nobody wants the second 
mortgages. AS a consequence a com- 
pany that has no other resources is 
forced to go to the open market and 
borrow money. This creates a Aoeting 
debt that can be handled only with the 
greatest difficulty in good times. Com- 
peting lines come in and curtail the 
revenue. Then comes a financial de- 
pression, and the roads find it impos- 
sible to declare dividends. The luck- 
iest of them earn the int®rest on their 
bonds. 

“When the floating debt begins to 
press and the interest on bonds must 
be paid, then is when the pinch is 
felt, and receivers step in as a matter 
of course.’ 

Col. Crocker. expresses the opinion 
that the mileage of ratlreads in the 
Western country is greater than the 
popvlation can support at the rates that 
are now ruling.

There are sey- 
eral causes besides those which are 
enumerated by Col. Crocker which go a 
long way to account for the disasters 
which are overtaking many of the great 
lines of the country. Perhaps one of 
the chief of these is the hard struggle 
Which is continually going on between 
the great systems for supremacy, which 
subject was referred to in an interview 
with: Judge. Henry Strong, printed in 
The Times of Tuesday. This undue 
competition has led to the building of 
@ great many short parallel lines which 
have’ never paid the expense of opera- 


| tion. Then, again, there has been alto- 


gether too much extravagance in the 
Management of the great systems. 
Dealing with millions of dollars, as 
they do, the directors of these corpora- 
tions have acquired very enlarged views 
as tu the value of their services, and 
have paid salaries to themselves and to 
leading: officials which are altogether 
outside of reason. The feature of ele- 
gently-appointed special cars for the 
directors and their. families and friends 
has cost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, which might have been saved had 
they been content to. travel like ordi- 
nary -citizens. 

It is evident that the time has ar- 
rived when an era of economy will 
have to be inaugurated in railroading, 
as in every other branch of public and 
private enterprise throughout the coun- 
‘try. + Fancy’ salaries and 
must be given 
and the management of the roads 
brought down to the level of 
an ordinary business enterprise. One 
step in this direction is being taken by 
a number of the railroads on this Coast, 
which are curtailing the issuance of 
passes—a feature of the business in Cal- 
ifornia which has asumed proportions 
unknown in other parts of the country. 
With the exercise of a reasonable 
amount of economy and judgment, 
there seems to be no reason why a ma- 
jority of the great railroads of the coun- 
try should not be able to get upon their 
feet again during the coming year.

The Executive Committee tendered 
the following report on the matter of 
finances:

THIRD-STREET TUNNEL. 


Revised Plans Provide for a Much-decreased 
Expenditure. 

It is expected that the plans for the 
Third-street tunnel, which it will be re- 
membered the City Engineer was at the 
last meeting of the City Council in- 
structed to present, will contemplate an 
expense much less than that estimated 
on a basis of plans previously sub- 
mitted. 


The previous plans were for a width 
of forty feet with the inward slant’ of 
the sides beginning at the bottom of 
the tunnel. They also provided for a 
six-foot sidewalk on each sjde and a 
porphyry pavement. 

The new plans are to provide for a 
width of thirty-two instead of forty 
feet and but one sidewalk. The wails 
are to rise perpendicularly from the 
bottom for a distance of fifteen feet 
upward, with the arch resting/on them. 
The middle of the arch is to be thirty 
feet above the driveway. It is thought 
that a porphyry pavement would on 
account of the dampness soon be ruined, 
and accordingly it is intended the 
driveway shall have instead a good 
coating of an extra quality of gravel. 

At Grand avenue the surface of the 
ground is not as high above the pro- 
posed tunnel as at other places, it-be- 
ing only about thirty feet. The plan 
is at that place to have an open shaft 


| of sufficient size to admit light and air. 


The construction of the tunnel as 
thus described, will permit of a side 
driveway near the eastern end of the 
tunnel, which driveway will lead to 
Clay street. 

It is believed that the construction 
in this manner will reduce the esti- 
patos cost from $150,000 to $100,000 or 
ess. 

It is intended to have a careful esti- 
mate of the cost per foot in the assess- 
ment district prepared for the benefit 
of property-owners about the time the 
ordinance of intention is presented.

FIRST STREET. 


Opposition Among Property-owners to the 

Widening. 
On the part of some of the property- 
owners within the assessment district 
there seems to be a good deal of op- 
position to the widening of First street 
hetween Main and Los Angeles streets, 
as proposed in the ordinance of inten- 
tion to do that work passed. by the City 
Council at Tuesday’s meeting. It is 
claimed by thém, or some of them, that 
the eight-foot strip of property to be 
taken will be adjudged to-be worth so 
high a price that the assessment on*the 
property in the district will be ex- 
cessively heavy. It is also stated that 
the improvement will be opposed, even 
to the extent ot fighting it* in the 
courts. 
Now that the ordinance of intention 
has been passed by the Council, the 
next step will be to have the ordin- 
ance published. The Street Superin- 
tendant will then proceed to have no- 
tices’ printed and have them posted 
along the street as Fequired by law. 
From the date of posting notices the
